Nothing untoward was thought of 
the fact that they could not be found, 
for Mrs. Moss was not wont to take 
anyone into her confidence with re 
spect to her property, or any part of 
her personal business. She was her 
own m anager, and while her son knew 
she had been much given to collecting 
precious stones and jewelry, he also 
knew that she might readily have gold 
them without his knowledge. 
A few days ago Beverly Kator. who

Norway's Great Scholar Passes Away 
A fte r Long Illness. 
Paris, April 27.—Bjornstjerne BJorn- 
Bon, the poet-novelist, known as ’ Nor­ 
way’s Uncrowned King.’’ died after an 
illness of several m onths’ duration. 
The canse of death was arteriosclero 
sis. Taken ill in the fall of 1909. his 
suffering gradually sapped away his 
vitality, great as It was, and his death 
was m omentarily experted. 
He was 
seventy-eight years of age. 
The career of this great poet and 
novelist is regarded as having infill 
enced Norway more powerfully than 
that of his friend and associate, Ibsen. 
To say that BJornson was only a 
poet-novelist would he a mistake. He 
was a newspape reditor and contribu­ 
tor, theatrical director and playwright, 
political agitator and leader all at the 
same time, and in bewildering alter­ 
nation. 
Aiming the writings in which he will 
he hest remembered are: 
“Synnove 
Solhakken,” “Arne,” “A Happy Boy," 
Rnd such plays as "The Editor,” "The 
New System " and “The King.” 
Two 
of his greatest novels are "The House 
of K urts” and “In Clod's W ays.” 
One 
of his patriotic poems, "Yes, We bove 
the Land that Bore I?s,” took such 
hold on the people that it became the 
national hymn.

be tiv^d for a va rh tv of outdoor and 
in d o o r purposes and for butter work­ 
ers, b e rry ’m»x»*s. wagon and buggy 
boxes. 
The tree may be propagate*, 
by soaking the cuttings in water for u 
week I*'fore planting. 
They should 
be planted large cml down nlsjut five 
Inches deep ami In rows 5 by 7 feet 
apart in mellow soil aud eiiltlvsvted 
during the first two or three years. 
after which the trees wiR shade the 
ground and take care o f themselve**

corn of sufficient vitality to Justify its 
use a* seed, the farmers iii the north­ 
ern part of tile < urn ls*lt, which was 
visited bv the severe freeze of last 
tietolH-r. are up against a very real 
profHMiltlon.
